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Continuation of 10. Other: The arguments filed October 17, 2003 were considered, however they were not persuesive 
to overcome the final rejection. Applicants argue that Bjorner et al fails to teach capturing a two-dimensional image 
such as stated in claim 1, "capturing multiple images in response to the trigger signal, the multiple images comprising a 
series of images including a first two-dimensional image and at least one subsequent two-dimensional image and 
processing the multiple images to identify and read a symbol code." Bjorner et al teaches what is disclosed in the 
claim. Column 9, lines 40-44 of Bjorner et al teaches the following, " In this manner, the line images captured by the 
cameras 16 and 22 may be assembled by the host computer 30 into two-dimensional images with the correct aspect 
ratios (i.e., the ratio of the length of an image to its width)." Therefore, as stated in claim 1 , a first two-dimensional 
image is captured by way of the host computer. Claim 1 only states that a series of images including a first two- 
dimensional image is captured, the claim does not teach the specific manor in which the two-dimensional image is 
captured. 
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
